Approximately 
$90,000.  face  value  from  Jenkins,  Jenkins  Service,  Burdine,  Gas¬ 
kill,  Dunham,  Dunham  Service,  McRoberts,  McRoberts  Service  No.  1 
and  2  was  in  the  great  "melt  down"....  An  interesting  letter  from 
Scriptor  Jerry  Schaeper  of  Covington,  KY  recalling  his  first  visit  to  an  NSCA 
convention  in  1978.  The  late  Paul  Jensen  had  told  him  about  the  large  amount 
of  scrip  that  showed  up  at  the  meetings  (wheelbarrow  loags  -  well,  almost, 
Jerry).  He  says  that  it  took  him  several  years  to  get  used  to  the  "room- 
hopping”  that  takes  place  at  meetings.'  He  was  very  uncomfortable  about  going 
into  rooms  of  members  he  didn't  know  very  well.  He  mentions  other  meetings 
that  he  enjoyed  greatly  and  feels  (as  do  others)  that  the  Madisonville,  KY
